THE  UNUSUAL  AND  INTERESTING  COLLECTION 
OF  SUMNER  HEALEY 


OME  time  ago  Mr.  Healey  determined  to  give  up  his  extensive 
^  premises  at  No.  686  Lexington  Avenue,  New  York  City,  and,  in 
fact,  has  already  partially  done  so. 

He  found  that  making  four  trips  annually  to  Europe  for  the 
■urpose  of  collecting  fine  objects,  often  traveling  afoot  or  by  stage  to 
he  most  obscure  parts  of  Europe,  would  take  up  his  entire  time ;  for 
e  has  always  refrained  from  bu}Ting  in  the  great  centres,  such  as 
'aris.  This  being  the  case,  he  has  determined  to  ransack  Europe  in 
systematic  manner  far  rare  and  serious  works  of  art,  and  discon- 
inue  his  activities  in  New  York. 

Mr.  Healey  drifted  into  becoming  an  antiquarian  and  connoisseur 
1  a  natural  manner ;  he  was  educated  in  Europe,  where  he  acquired 
any  languages  after  spending  three  years  each  in  France,  Spain  and 
taly.  During  these  years  he  visited  nearly  every  museum  in  Eu- 
)pe,  often  dallying  for  days  over  objects  that  pleased  him.  The 
rench  Government  lately  made  him  an  Officier  d'Academie  for  his 
Ivancement  of  the  French  language  and  its  cause  in  America. 

The  Metropolitan  and  the  principal  museums  throughout  the 
rontry  have  acquired  many  objects  through  the  energy  of  Mr.  Healey. 

The  collection  now  to  be  offered  at  public  sale  is  of  very  wide 
inge  and  great  interest,  for  there  are  so  many  and  such  charming 
orks  of  art  that  everyone  may  be  captivated  by  some  object  therein. 

The  Gothic  sculptured  groups  and  statuettes  are  of  interest 
id  are  represented  by  both  French  and  Spanish  examples ;  there  are 
so  numerous  panels,  doors  and  a  rare  set  of  ceiling  beams. 

Early  forged  iron — Spanish,  French,  Italian  and  Nuremberg — 
eludes  a  number  of  treasure  chests,  of  which  one  engraved  example 
of  the  Nuremberg  School  and  is  especially  of  note;  a  forged  iron 
ale,  lecterns,  knockers  and  grilles ;  several  chateau  fire-backs  and 
idirons  and  a  very  important  although  late  bronze  mortar  must 
»t  be  disregarded. 

There  are  also  amongst  the  objects  in  metal  for  which  Mr.  Healey 
nis  to  have  an  especial  penchant,  most  interesting  specimens  of 
lector v  kitchen  cranes ;  a  finely  chiseled  bronze  Tudor  lock,  a  very 
re  French  Gothic  traceried  and  forged  iron  lock  bearing  the  figure 
St.  Louis  in  almost  full  relief ;  a  forged  iron  lock  emblazoned  with 


the  Royal  Arms  of  the  Dauphin  of  France  and  of  Brittany  and  num- 
bers of  chamberlains'  keys,  including  one  of  the  Medici  Family.  Four 
Spanish  Forged  Iron  State  or  Inquisition  chairs  dated  1595  are  dig- 
nified and  of  especial  note.  Similar  fine  chairs  of  this  date  are  in 
the  Hispanic  Society  Museum,  New  York. 

The  arms  of  offense  and  defense  include  objects  from  the  Wha- 
well  and  Tolbeck  Collections.  There  is  a  Toledo  rapier  by  Tomas 
Ayala,  circa  1580,  swordsmith  to  Philip  II,  perhaps  the  most  cele- 
brated of  all  the  Toledo  armorers ;  a  hind's  foot  wheellock  rifle,  Saxon, 
1650 ;  a  French  musket,  given  for  valor  on  the  field  of  battle ;  Highland 
pistols  by  Cadell  and  John  Murdock.  An  exceptionally  interesting 
small  collection  of  Gothic  halberds ;  a  French  XVI  century  suit  of 
armor,  and  amongst  the  cabassets,  morions  and  burganets  is  an  armet 
a  rondel  of  the  mid-XV  century,  dredged  from  the  River  Loire.  Two 
extremely  interesting  bronze  chateau  salute  cannons,  enriched  with 
bas-relief  figures  of  Fame  and  Victory  signed  by  Dodemant,  French, 
late  XVI  century,  are  of  the  Lyons  Renaissance  School;  they  have 
their  original  carriages  and  are  perhaps  unique. 

The  textiles  include  a  few  embroidered  velvets  and  a  number  oi 
very  decorative  French  XVI  century  tapestries,  many  with  distinctly 
Gothic  feeling. 

A  Ghiordes  rug  and  an  old  Herat  carpet  may  be  mentioned  foi 
their  fine  color. 

Lowestoft,  Rouen  and  Spanish  faiences  seem  to  drop  naturally  ir 
place  with  the  collection,  as  do  the  early  pewter  and  glass. 

Of  course,  Mr.  Healey  could  not  go  abroad  without  acquiring 
a  few  ship  models ;  of  those  on  exhibition  four  are  by  M.  Audran 
and  are  of  superb  workmanship. 

Complementing  the  models  are  a  number  of  nautical  instrument; 
and  an  engraved  brass  sun-dial  by  Jacques  le  Maire,  probably  th» 
greatest  of  all  instrument  makers.  A  few  naval,  sporting  and  othe: 
prints  appear,  including  the  "Rare  View  of  New  York  from  Wee 
hawk"  and  an  unknown  portrait  of  Washington  by  Roberts  afte: 
Birch. 

There  are  four  or  five  Napoleonic  relics,  one  of  which  is  a  ver; 
beautiful  portable  writing  desk  in  straw  especially  executed  for  Mari 
Louise  at  the  order  of  her  father;  it  bears  the  ciphers  of  both  Napoleoi 
and  Marie  Louise,  and  is  remarkable  for  the  delicacy  of  its  workman 
ship. 

The  Gothic,  French  Renaissance  and  XVIII  century  furnitur 
comprises  chests,  several  Henri  II  tables  and  chairs ;  a  sculpture) 
walnut  cabinet  of  the  Lyons  School,  of  fine  distinction ;  numbers  o 


simple  XVIII  century  small  tables  and  poudreuses,  also  decorative 
needlework  and  tapestry  state  chairs  and  screens. 

In  the  Spanish  furniture,  mainly  of  the  same  period,  is  a  vargueiio 
accompanied  by  its  rare,  seldom  to  be  found,  original  carved  stand ; 
secretary  desks,  tables  and  monastic  benches. 

There  is  a  small  collection  of  French,  Spanish  and  Italian  musical 
instruments  of  the  XVI  and  XVII  centuries  of  an  unusual  and 
extremely  decorative  type. 

A  walnut  tall  case  clock  of  the  Dutch  XVIII  century,  acquired 
from  the  Empress  Eugenie's  villa  at  Biarritz,  is  delightful  in  the 
ingenuity  of  its  ship  dial. 

French  and  Swiss  leaded  stained  glass  panels,  rich  in  their  glow- 
ing colors,  include  three  superb  casements  made  in  France  to  the 
order  of  the  late  Stanford  White.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  Shall 
be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing.

charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

IX.  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  Catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  t>^e  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  nil  cases  be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph."  or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ing the  necessarv  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association.

Vita,  appointing  Jean  Noel  Santini  his  universal  heir,  and  in 
which  the  Napoleonic  relics  are  specifically  mentioned. 
Third:  A  Notarial  Act,  signed  by  Jolivet,  Royal  Notary,  giv- 
ing a  detailed  account  of  the  sale  of  the  relics.  In  this  account, 
the  spoon  and  fork  are  specifically  mentioned,  each  Hall  Mark 
being  described.  This  document  bears  a  black  British  Govern- 
ment stamp  and  a  red  one  marked  "Internal  Revenue  Mauritius, 
with  G.  R.  and  crown  in  centre. 

Fourth:  A  Bill  of  Sale,  signed  by  Jolivet,  dated  May  12,  1836, 
Fifth:  A  Bill  of  Sale,  dated  1913  and  signed  by  the  grandson 
of  the  original  purchaser  at  the  auction.
